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PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 21st January, 1959 
Professor O. W. Ricuarps, President, in the Chair.

The minutes of the Ordinary Meeting held on 3rd December, 1958, were 
confirmed and signed by the President.

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 


The Secretary read for the second time the nominations for Officers and Council 
for 1959. 


Mr. K. L. Birchall-Kent, Mr. R. N. Baxter, Mr. B. D. Cooke, Dr. B. J. MacNulty 
ae Mr. P. Skidmore signed the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the 
ociety. 


Dr. E. B. Worthington, Deputy Director-General of the Nature Conservancy, 
spoke on the scope and limitations of the Conservancy and outlined its history 
and organisation. He gave some details of the regional areas and mentioned 


various types of reserve. He ended by instancing and giving some account of a 
number of reserves. 


Dr. N. W. Moore spoke on the entomological aspects of the work of the 
Conservancy with particular reference to the south west region. He showed two 
maps illustrating the great reduction in heath land that had taken place in the last 
century. He outlined his work as Regional Officer in the south-west region and 
described the ways in which entomologists could help the Conservancy. He 


concluded by giving some account of his research on the territorial behaviour of 
dragonflies. 


The President opened the discussion which followed by saying that he had been 
struck by the rapidity with which the heath land areas in south west England 
had disappeared and observed that the Nature Conservancy was the only body 
to whom we could look for assistance in controlling urban and other development 
in areas of great interest to naturalists. 
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- Sir Eric Ansorge, Mr. G. E. Woodroffe, Dr. B. J. Southgate (a visitor) and Mr. 
G. M. Spooner (a visitor) made enquiries concerning access to nature reserves 
and permits for collectors. In reply Dr. Worthington and Dr. Moore said that 
access to reserves could be controlled if it was, thought necessary and permits, 
which could be issued for periods up to one year, could be arranged at short 
notice. Mention was made that where there was no warden, a notice of Nature 
Conservancy property often drew attention to rare species; in such cases part- 
time wardens might be of assistance. iter, ; 


Mr. R. W. J. Uffen asked if a temporary measure of protection was possible 
for areas that might prove of importance, to which Dr. Worthington replied 
that such protection could be effected by scheduling the area as an S.S.S.I. 
(site of special scientific interest.) 

Dr. A. M. Massee enquired whether it was possible to control the use of interest- 
ing ponds and pits for refuse disposal by County Councils, to which Dr. Worthing- 
ton replied that these areas’could be scheduled as 8.8.S.L.s. 

Dr. I. Thomas compared nature reserves to game reserves, a view with which 
Dr. Worthington concurred, saying that most habitats were in fact man-made. 

In moving a vote of thanks to the speakers, the President said that the whole 
problem of nature conservation was of increasing importance and one in which 
the Society would wish to play its part.
